HOW TO BE A 
"GOOD” WITNESS 
By far the most vital people 
In our system of ujstice are wit­ 
nesses. Everyone else in a trial 
exists to hear what they have 
to say. 
Chances are you worry about 
stepping up, takln gan oath, and 
telling your story in court. Act­ 
ually. almost anyone can be an 
effective witness if he merely 
follows a few simple rules. 
1. Don’t memoriae your story 
word for word. That Is the sur­ 
est way to make your testimony 
sound 
“phony.” 
Rather, 
think 
over what you saw and heard so 
you have a clear mental picture 
of what you observed.

2. Listen to the questions you 
are asked with care and answer 
thoughtfully. 
3. Give a simple, direct answer 
in your own words. Don’t be 
rushed
